Fire Ils One Of The Major 
Causes Of Death 


Each year your county 
health department is re- 
minded of the deaths re~ 
corded from perhaps the 
most preventable cause of 
death, Hostal records and 
death certi"icates relate 
the needless injuries and 
loss of life occurring to our 
citizens from burns, 

One of the major causes 
of these tragedies results 
from being trapped in burn- 
Ing homes or buildings, 

Dr, C, D, McLeod, Cof- 
fee County Health Officer, 
today urged all citizens of 
Coffee County to have a 
home evacuation plan and 
organize regular practice 
drills, He said that an av- 
erage of 1,500 homes inthe 
nation catch fire every day. 

One of the most impor- 
tant steps to include in an 
evacuation plan is a meet- 
ing place for all the family 
outside of the home, This 
will prevent a fireman or 
a member of the family 
from needlessly returning 
to the burning home in 
search of someone who ac- 
tually has escaped; also, 
young children should be 
restrained from returning 


to the burning home, 

According to fire pre~ 
vention authorities, each 
bedroom should have two 
exits, Windows and screeng 
should be checked to Ine 
Sure a quick escape, Rope 
ladders should be available 
for all bedrooms on the 
second floor, 

If fire is discovered, do 
not panic and rush from the 
room without testing the 
door for heat. If the door 
panel or knob ts hot, do 
not open the door, A hot 
door means that either 
flames or deadly fumes 
are lurking in the hallway, 
The window is an alternate 
escape route, 

Dr. McLeod said that 
every precaution should be 
taken to prevent fires; how 
ever, everyone should have 
a home evacuation plan in 
case a fire occurs,
